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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
IN  THE  AREA. 

1 hese  remain  the  same  as  set  out  in  my  Report  for  the  year 
1930,  and  I need  not  refer  to  them  again  now. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

1 append  the  Report  of  your  Sanitary  Inspector,  Mr.  Abbott, 
relating  to  these  matters,  which  gives  details  of  the  work  carried  out. 

Water. 

1 he  year  was  one  with  good  rainfall — approximately  28  inches, 
of  which  nearly  9 inches  fell  in  the  first  three  months,  and  there  was 
no  actual  shortage  of  water.  But  the  springs  manifested  the  usual 
wide  seasonal  fluctuation  of  their  yield  : in  the  winter  great  super- 
abundance, in  the  summer  months  a bare  sufficiency  for  require- 
ments. 

This  is  the  normal  behaviour  of  deep  springs : in  the  winter 
much,  of  the  rain  percolates,  but  from  April  to  September  or  later, 
although  rainfall  may  nearly  equal  that  of  the  winter  months  most 
of  it  evaporates  from  the  surface  of  the  soil  and  vegetation  and  very 
little  percolates  deeply  into  the  soil  to  plenish  the  springs. 

During  these  months  the  yield  from  existing  sources  cannot  be 
relied  upon  to  afford  the  volume  needed  for  a constant  unrestricted 
supply.  In  1933,  1934  and  1935  the  water  had  to  be  cut  off  at  night. 
Such  curtailment  is  prejudicial  to  the  welfare  and  convenience  of 
the  community.  In  addition  to  these  limitations  and  restraints  in 
1934,  to  meet  the  exigency,  you  had  to.  augment  your  supply  with 
8,000,000  gallons  from  the  Evesham  Rural  District  Council  and  the 
Middle  Hill  Estate  and  in  1935  from  the  same  sources  you  purchased 
over  7p2  million  gallons. 

No  moderate  augmentation  of  the  minimum  summer  flow  by 
an  extra  few  ten  thousand  gallons  daily  will  serve  to  relieve  this 
seasonal  deficiency  ; you  have  been  wise  to  seek  ne\.N  •sources  where 
water  may  be  obtained  abundantly  to  meet  all  present  and  possible 
future  needs. 

The  scheme  you  have  carefully  considered  and  to  which  Mr. 
Abbott  has  given  so  much  thought  and  attention  would  ensure  a 
lasting  ample  supply  : it  is  much  to  be  hoped  that  you  may  be  able 
to  carry  it  out — and  soon 

Swimming  Bath. 

Bacteriological  examination  of  the  water  in  the  bath  shewed 
that  die  filtration  and  chlorinating  plant  was  functioning  satisfac- 
torily and  keeping  the  water  in  good  condition. 
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Sewage  Works. 

rhe  provision  of  more  adequate  sewage  disposal  works  is  an 
important  sanitary  requirement  which  has  engaged  your  attention 
for  some  years,  and  you  are  now  formulating  plans  for  laying  down 
new  works  well  outside  the  town  retaining  the  old  as  a collecting 
and  pumping  station  only.  Such  a solution  of  the  sewage  disposal 
question,  in  my  opinion,  will  be  entirely  satisfactory. 

Housing. 

Detailed  statistical  information  for  1937  will  be  found  in  the 
tabular  statement  which  is  included  in  your  Sanitary  Inspector’s 
Rc[X)rt  attached  to  this  Report. 

Of  the  condemned  houses  only  one  was  demolished  during  the 
year : with  regard  to  others  action  had  to  be  deferred  as  no  new 
houses  were  built  in  1937  into  which  displaced  tenants  could  he 
put : but  your  building  scheme  at  Fairfield  now  will  soon  be 
finished  and  the  removal  of  tenants  from  bad  houses  begun. 

The  present  type  of  houses  being  erected  appears  to  me  a good 
one,  and  the  12  experimental  2 bedroom  flats  very  well  designed 
and  convenient.  I shall  be  surprised  if  they  do  not  prove  popular — 
although  the  outdoor  space  allotted  them  is  not  large. 

Eradication  of  Bed-Bugs. 

The  presence  of  these  pests  was  reported  in  6 houses,  hour  of 
tliese  were  Council  houses  that  had  been  built  some  years  ago.  The 
houses  were  adjoining,  and  it  was  clear  that  the  invasion  spread 
from  one  primarily  infested  successively  to  the  neighbouring  houses. 

Cimex  Fumigators  and  Zaldecide  Spray  were  used  to  combat 
the  pests.  This  treatment  was*  assiduously  carried  out  by  Mr. 
Jameson,  who  subsequently  paid  weekly  or  fortnightly  visits,  making 
special  investigations  to  ensure  that  eradication  was  complete. 

You  have  approved  the  following  measures  to  he  applied  in 
future  : — 

1.  Special  examination  for  hugs  of  all  condemned  houses 
before  the  tenants  are  removed,  and  where  found  in  these  or 
any  other  houses — 

2.  Treatment  of  the  house,  furniture,  bedding,  etc.,  in  every 
appropriate  way,  including  steam  sterilisation  where  appli- 
cable, and  contracting  for  special  van  fumigation  when 
necessary. 

3.  Destruction  of  anv  bedding  or  old  padded  furniture,  etc., 
which  may  appear  incapable  of  certain  de-infestation,  and 

4.  In  necessitous  cases  providing  new  mattresses,  etc.,  to 
replace  those  destroyed. 

INSPECrriON  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

'The  duties  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928, 
arc  carried  out  by  the  Inspectors  of  Weights  and  Measures.  Sanitary 
Inspectors  can  also  take  samples  undci  the  Acts. 
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All  dairies  and  slaughterhouses  are  under. the  supervision  of 
your  Sanitary  Inspector,  by  whom  they  are  visited  periodically. 

A whole  time  Veterinary  OlHcer  for  the  County,  appointed  by 
the  County  Council,  now  undertakes  routine  quarter  examination 
of  cattle  in  “Grade  A”  herds;  the  tracing  of  tuberculous  milk 
samples  under  section  4 of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Consolidation) 
Act,  1915,  and  clinical  examinations  of  cows  in  registered  dairies. 

The  remainder  of  the  veterinary  work  under  the  Diseases  of 
Animals  Acts  1894-1935,  and  all  Orders  of  the  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture connected  therewith  has  been  left  with  the  Local  Veterinary 
Inspectors  who  act  under  the  direction  of  the  Chief  Constable  of 
the  County. 

Milk. 

The  results  of  examination  of  samples  taken  from  various  pur- 
veyors shewed  that  the  raw  milk  sold  in  the  Borough  was  of  a 
standard  quality  equal  to  that  prescribed  for  “Accredited  Milk.” 

The  samples  taken  of  aailk  sold  as  “ Pasteurised  ” did  not 
always  fulfil  the  tests  appropriate  to  that  designation — especially 
the  Phosphatase  Test,  which  indicates  that  the  right  temperature 
has  been  properly  maintained  during  the  process  of  Pasteurisation. 

The  purveyor  was  visited  by  Mr.  Abbott  and  myself,  enquiries 
made  and  advice  and  directions  given.

The  Scarlet  Fever  cases  were  scattered— 2 in  Evesham,  2 in 
Bengeworth  and  one  at  Hampton  and  there  appeared  to  be  no 
connection  between  any  of  them. 

It  was  gratifying  to  have  only  one  case  of  Diphtheria  during 
the  year. 


ENTERIC  FEVER. 

Of  the  three  cases  notified  two  were  of  the  Typhoid  type,  the 
other  a case  of  Para-typhoid  “A,”  a similar  but  distinct  disease. 

From  my  enquiries  and  the  information  I was  able  to  obtain 
two  of  the  cases  certainly  and  the  other  probably  were  infected 
outside  the  Borough.  One  was  a visitor  who  fell  ill  a few  days 
after  coming  here,  another  just  after  returning  from  a holiday,  and 
the  third  was  a lorry  driver  whose  calling  took  him  out  of  the  town 
to  various  places. 


PUERPERAL  FEVER. 

The  single  case  of  Puerperal  Fever  notified  occurred  in  August 
and  the  patient  was  removed  to  hospital  where  she  made  a good 
recovery.

REPORT  OF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR  FOR  YEAR,  1937. 


Mr.  Mayor,  Mrs.  Councillor  Nightingale  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  present  my  Annual  Report  of  Sanitary  work  for  the 
year  1937. 

1 . Infectious  Diseases. 

Under  the  heading  of  “ Outbreaks  of  Infectious  Disease  ” 
there  were  twenty-six  cases;  a decrease  in  the  figures  of  the 
previous  year.  Those  notified  as  suffering  from  Diphtheria 
and  Scarlet  Fever  were  removed  to  and  treated  at  the 
Sanatorium.  The  houses  occupied  by  the  patients  were  after- 
wards fumigated  with  “ formalin  ” vapour. 

A new  ambulance  is  to  he  provided  by  the  Evesham  and 
Pershore  Joint  Hospital  Board  for  conveying  patients  to  the 
Sanatorium. 

2.  Mil!^  Supplies,  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Mil^  Shops. 

Most  of  the  milk  purveyed  in  the  Borough  was  produced 
in  outside  districts. 

The  dairies,  on  the  whole,  were  satisfactory.  Two  new 
dairies  were  provided  during  the  year. 

One  Cow-shed  was  re-modelled  according  to  my  directions. 
There  remain  two  Cow-sheds  which  need  reconstructing  to 
bring  them  up  to  a proper  standard. 

The  Milk  Shops,  on  the  whole,  were  satisfactorily  kept. 

A number  of  milk  samples  were  taken  fromi  time  to  time 
for  bacteriological  analyses. 

3.  Meat  Inspection— Butchers'  Shops  and  Slaughter  Houses. 

Regular  inspections  were  carried  out.  It  will  he  observed 
from  the  report  that  a very  large  c]uantity  of  meat  and  oflal, 
unfit  for  human  consumption,  was  voluntarily  surrendered 
and  destroyed. 

4.  Common  Lodging  Houses. 

' Inspections  were  carried  out  at  these  premises.  Notices 
were  given  to  cleanse  two  of  the  four  Lodging  Houses  and 
to  remove  accumulations  of  rubbish. 
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5-  Factories  and  Worl{shops. 

The  condition  of  these  were  loiind  satisiactory. 

New  sanitary  accommodation  tor  both  sexes  was  provided 
in  one  large  factory. 

Two  bakehouses  were  cleansed  and  limewashed  in  com- 
pliance with  notices  served  upon  the  owners. 

6.  House  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal. 

House  refuse  was  regularly  and  systematically  collected. 

New  vehicles  of  the  tractor  and  trailer-cum-horse  type 
were  provided  for  this  collection  which  proved  satisfactory. 

The  refuse  was  partly  destructed  at  the  Destructor  and  the 
remainder  taken  to  the  Tips  in  Badsey  Lane  and  Hampton. 

7.  W ater works  and  Supplies. 

Extensions  to  water  mains  in  Abbey  Road  and  Fairfield 
housing  site  were  carried  out. 

A scheme  to  augment  the  present  water  supply  from  a 
source  at  Pinnock  was  prepared  but  not  proceeded  with 
owing  to  opposition  from  the  Thames  Conservancy,  other 
Authorities  and  certain  riparian  owners  along  the  River 
Windrush.  It  was  decided  to  carry  out  trial  works  at  this 
source  with  a view  to  extracting  the  water  before  entering 
the  stream.  During  the  coming  year  application  will  be  made 
to  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  hold  an  Inquiry  in  connection 
therewith. 

Samples  of  the  town  water  were  collected  for  chemical  and 
bacteriological  examination  which  proved  to  be  of  the  usual 
good  quality. 

8.  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal. 

Extensions  were  made  to  the  sewerage  system  in  con- 
nection with  the  Fairfield  Housing  Scheme. 

Mr.  A.  FI.  S.  Waters,  Consulting  Engineer,  Birmingham, 
was  consulted  with  regard  to  the  present  Sewage  Disposal 
Works.  He  advised  that  the  present  Works'  which  are  both 
inadequate  and  unsatisfactory  should  be  replaced  by  new 
works  on  another  site  remote  from  building  development. 
The  old  Works  to  be  retained  only  as  a Pumping  Station. 
The  necessary  details  and  drawings  for  new  Works  are  to 
be  put  in  hand. 

9.  Smoke  Abatement. 

Three  cases  were  reported.  A summons  was  taken  out 
against  an  offender  who  appeared  before  the  Justices  and  was 
fined.

lo.  Slum  Clearance. 

A Council  Housing  Scheme  comprising  thirty-six  3-bed- 
room houses  and  twelve  2-bedroom  flats  was  commenced  at 
Fairfield,  Hampton,  to  accommodate  families  from  unfit 
houses. 

Demolition  Orders  were  made  in  respect  of  twenty-one 
houses  under  the  Housing  Act,,  1936. 

In  conclusion,  I desire  to  tender  my  thanks  to  the  Chair- 
man and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  and  all  the  Officials  for  their 
co-operation  and  assistance  in  connection  with  the  duties 
devolving  upon  my  Department.
